; concrete floor would be installed

}on the Elba-Kinston highway. 
At that time the Highway De- 
|partment would not agree to 
build a temporary bridge but 
would close that important high- 
| way to traffic while the project 
was under construction. As the 
job would require several weeks, 
|closing this road would be a
